rie showing heavy decay. Also dur- 
ing the period of the heaviest distri- 
bution for the Christmas market the 
Hast was visited by sero weather, 
which absolutely prohibited the dis- 
tribution of fruit to the smaller mar- 
kets, as the railroads will not allow 
cars to be opened at such times, even 
for inspection. The result was an ge- 
_ }eumulation of fruit which should have 
been sold for Christmas on a market 
that is always dull; that is, a week 
or ten days after Christmas and New 
Year's. Most of these cars were frozen 
more or less, which in iteelf is suf- 
ficient to depress prices by making 
the fruit unattractive from the point 
of view of the consumer. 

“Another of the greatest causes for 
the extremely low prices which pre- 
valled is the multitude of selling agen- 
cies. This is not so noticeable on a 
good strong market as on a weak one. 
Through lack of dependable informa- 
tion many independent marketing 
agents become panicky and dispose of 
the growers’ fruit at a lower price 
than is necessary, which automatically 
lowers the price of fruit all over the 
country. 

“The evil from which we suffer the 
most, however, and that which is com- 
| pletely within the control of the grow- 
ers, is the competition of so many eell- 
ing agencies in the sale of the fruit. 
The only proper agency for the sale of 
any grower's product is an niza- 
tion owned and controlled the 
growers themselves, as the growers 
are the only parties who are inter- 
ested in the net prices their fruit 
brings and are the only parties inter- 
ested enough to spend money in ad- 
vertising. in opening up new markets 
and to reduce the cost to the consumer 
for the purpose of increasing sales. 
These latter enterprises are absolutely 
essential to take care of the ever- 
increasing crop in a satisfactory man- 
ner. 

“TI do not say this in any sense of 
hostility to the various commercial 
packing and marketing organizations 
which handle some of the crop of the 
California citrus growers, but I do 
say that, while recognizing their serv- 
ices to the citrus industry as packers, 
the marketing should be within the 
control of one growers’ organization. 
This has been proved to us by the suc- 
cess of. the raisin industry since an 
organization has been formed through 
which is controlled the sale of 90 per 
cent. of the raisin output of this State. 
If this control of the crop, in this 
Proportion, is good for the raisin 
growers—and it has been good for 
them—then why not for the orange 
growers? 

“To reduce the price to consumers 
and thereby increase demand and 
profits to the growers, the exchange is 
at this time conducting a thorough 
campaign; is obtaining accurate data 
of the prices charged, the margin of 
profit to retailers in different parts of 
the United States and Canada and is 
doing intensive work with the retail- 
ers to induce them to eliminate waste 
by making attractive displays, reason- 
able prices at odd cents per dosen and 
encouraging local advertising. Through 
this work we are endeavoring to show 
the retailer thet a large volume of 
business at a comparatively man 
profit is to be preferred to a small 
business on a wide margin of profit.

POWERFUL MICRO-TELESCOPE. 
An Englishman's Invention Enables 
Examinations to be Made of Infini-| 
tesimal Objects or of the Moon. 
{Philadelphia Record:} A recent 
English invention, the “micro-tele- 
scope,” unites and concentrates the 
special features of the microscope and 
telescope in one instrument. In other 
words, with this instrument one may 
with equal facility examine a mi- 


the | CToscopic specimen or the craters of 


the moon. ~ 

A further attachment is provided by 
means of which the microscope tube is 
replaced by a camera so that either 
mjcroscope photographs may be ob- 
tained, if the telescope element is re- 
placed by a substage illuminator, or 
if the telescope fitting. is in its place 
the combination enables photographs 
to be taken at any distance. 

As an astronomical telescope this 
instrument is far superior to any, ex- 
cept those of the highest class, the 
cost of which is prohibitive. It also 
has the great merit of enabling one to 
sit comfortably in a chair at the open 
window, and, under suitable condi- 
tions, view any plane in the reflector 
without having to crane the neck 
looking upwards. Direct observations 
can, of course, also be made, and, if 
the weather conditions are really 
good, under a up to 
eighty diameters. | 

FILIS GAP IN MICROSCOPY. 


The micro-telescope fills a gap in 
a8 microscopic avers can 
be examined under a magnificaQon of 
seventy diameters at a distarce of 
ten or twelve inches. For this pur- 
pose the shorter focus telescope ob- 
jective is used, and at the distance 
mentioned one can see, for example, 
the fossilized formation in certain 
kinds of stone wonderfully clearly, 
and in relief. This opens up a field 
of use to the mineralogist and chem- 
ist. At the same distance a specimen 
on a microsco can be viewed 
and the whole 


pic slide 
of the subject is in 
view at once. Under the microsco 


micro-telescope this does not matter. 
For example, a spider is not flat, yet 
the hairs on the legs and the marki 

of the back will be all in focus, 
looking at a micro-slide of an insect, 
say an aphis, the view will be entirely 
in relief, and the insect will appear 
in its natural form. 

In the study of biology the micro- 
telescope may be used with great ad- 
vantage, and the results obtained are 
without doubt superior to those ob- 
tained with the ordinary microscope 
used, inasmuch as the fleld of observa- 
tion is larger, a stereoscopic effect is 
produced, and again, living specimens 
may be examined at a distance with- 
out unduly disturbing them.

Owing to Holland’s dependence on 
materials from outside, several of the 
national industries have for the time 
being been ruined and those employed 
in them have been thrown out of 
work.

prohibition of the export of sugar 
beets from Germany, Austria- Hun- 
gary and Beigitum, and in the sec- 
ond place by the refusal of Engjand 
to permit imports of sugar from Hol- 
land, owing to fears that German 
sugar might come into the British 
Isles in that way. 

The Netherlands government also

DUTCH PROPOSE 
NEW INDUSTRIES. 


War Shows Hollanders Their 
Possibilities at Home. 


Movement Launched to Make 
the Country Independent. 


— >--— 


People Have Suffered Much 
from European Conflict.

THE HAGUE (Netherlands) May 
4.—Attention is being“given in busi- 
ness cireles in Holland to the ques- 
tion of the possibility of creating new 
industries in this country, and by this 


more independent cf other countries 
in the event in the future of a sim- 
Har ocrisia arising to that brought 
about by the present European war. 
Numbers of industrial men have taken 
the subject under consideration, but 
nothing definite has yet been pro- 
posed. The Dutch people in most in- 
stances are unaware of the possibili- 
ties in the way of investment in their 
own country and generally place their 
capital abrcad instead of uniting in 
an effort to keep their money at 
home, where, with proper organiza- 
tion, the returns would be just as 
high as those they receive from for- 
eign investments, while the starting of 
home industries would be useful in 
providing work for their fellow-coun- 
trymen, who are sorely hit by a crisis 
such ag that now prevailing. 
INDUSTRIES RUINED 

- Owing to Holland’s dependence on 
materials from outside, several of the 
national industries have for the time 
being been ruined and those employed 
in them have been thrown out of 


are thirty in Holland, have been bad- 
ly affected, in the first place by the 
prchibition of the export of sugar 
beets from Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary and Beigitum, and in the See- 
ond place by the refusal of England 
to permit imports of sugar from Hol- 
land, owing to fears that German 
sugar might come into the British 
Isles in that way. 

The Netherlands government also 
forbade the export of sugar for a 
time, but later decided to raise the 
prchibition and permitted the sugar 
manufacturers and refiners to export 
18 per cent. in the raw state and 42 
per cent. refined, while retaining the 
other 40 per cent. of the total in the 
country for home consumption. Eng- 
land also raised the ban on Dutch 
sugar after receiving assurances that 
no sugar from Germany should be 
sent over the channel as Dutch. The 
lack of imported however, 
caused many cf the factories and re- 
fineries to close down or reduce the 
po gre! of their employees, who in 

total 10,000. This state of affairs 
in the sugar trade also affected other 
branches directly connected with it, 
such as sack and packing case makers 
and the transport workers on the 
many internal waterways of Holland 
over which the beets and the manu- 
factured sugar are carried. To meet 
the eventuality cf such conditions 
again in future it has been 
decided to cuitivate at least . double 
the quantity of sugar beéts in Hol- 
land and some of the men thrown out 
ef work have been employed in plant- 
ing the seed for the next harvest. 
As a rule the Dutch sugar factories 
deliver several hundred thousand 
tons of raw sugar yearly. From 20 
to 25 per cent. of it is sent in this 
ecndition to England, the remainder 
being refined in Holland, together 
with the large quantities of raw sugar 
generally imported from the other 
continental countries. England also 
takes about 250,000 tons of refined 
#ugar from Holland every year. 
OTHER SUFFERERS. 


Another group of trades which has 
suffered enormously through the war 
is that composed of gold and silver- 
smiths and diamond workers. It was 
found impossible to procure the nec- 
essary metals for the fabrication of 
the tnnumerable souvenir articles 80 
much sought after by tourists, while 
these countries which are the best 
customers for trinkets—B elgiu m, 
France, Germany and the Scandina- 
Vian natione—showdd no desire to 
purchase what are erally consid- 
ered luxuries, and there has besides 
been a lack of tourists since the war 
began. Some of the factories found 
employment for part of their men in 
making brass buttons for soldiers’ 
uniforms, for which there has been 
an extraordinary demand owing to 
the calling out of the Dutch army. 
Some of the manufacturers, however, 
felt themselves unable to put the 
necessary capital inte the acquire- 
ment of the machinery required for 
this temporary work and consequent- 
ly the men were thrown into the 
ranks of the unemployed. The dia- 
mc and polishers are entire - 
ly idle 

WORKERS HEAVY LOSERS. 

The. buliding trades have probably 
been hurt more than any other 
branch of ind by the war. Brick- 
layers and their laborers, carpenters, 

painters, plumbers and rivet- 
ers, can find nothing to do. The con- 
tractors have been prevented from 
carrying out their contracts partly by 


the difficulty of obtaining materials, 


but the chief reason of the slackness 
is the hesitation cf would-be house 
owners to give orders for the erection 
of residences. Some of the buliding 
societies, founded on the co-operative 
basis, have continued the building of 
houses for their members, and mu- 
nicipalities have not ceased to carry 
out the construction of workers’ 
dwellings for renting to the poorer 
classes. This activity has not, how- 
ever, been sufficient to stem the rising 
tide of unemployment. The lack of 
timber, drawn chiefly from Riga and 
Archangel, and freestone and cement, 
from Belgium, is greatly felt. Gran- 
ite, much it imported from Ba- 
varia and Norway, if now unobtain- 
able, or, if it can be got, costs very 
high transportation rates, while Bel- 
gium and Italy have ceased sendin= 
marble and very littie of this stone is 
to be had from Germany. Construc-

Women in England Fight 
Shy of Fatheriand, 


Prefer to be Deported to the 
United States. 


Pensions for Disabled Men 
Thought Too Small. 


{A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 
LONDON, May 45.—The announce- 
ment that all Germans in England are 
to interned or repatriated has 
brought a flood of worried Visitors to 
the American Embassy, which is now 
entrusted with the task of caring for 
the interests of Germans in England. 
Most of the visitors are German 
Women, who regard with the greatest 
apprehension the idea of being sent to 
Germany. Some of them expressed 
desire to be allowed to 86 to the 
United States instead, declaring that 
the task of finding a living would be 
much simpler there than in Germany. 

When war broke out there was a 
large number of German women 
clerks, typewriters, students, com- 
mercial travelers, and tourists, but 
these with few exceptions have been 
Already repatriated. The women who 
are here now are mainly wives of 
German men who have been interned, 
Dr middle-aged German women who 
have lived here so long that they have 
lost touch with their own country. 
Although their sympathies are gen- 
erally German, they have no desire 
to go into the midst of war's alarms. 
or to be-thrown on their own re- 
sources in Germany at a time of pe- 
eullar economic tension like the

DUTCH PROPOS 
NEW INDUSTRIES. 


War Shows Hollanders Their 
Possibilities at Home. 


Movement Launched to Make 
the Country Independent. 
People Have Suffered Much 
from European Conflict. 


IA F. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 
THE HAGUE (Netherlands) May 
4.—Attention is being“given in busi- 
ness cireles in Holland to the ques- 
tion of the possibility of creating new 
industries in this country, and by this 


means rendering The Netherlands jority 


more independent cf other countries 
in the event in the future of a sim- 
Jar crisis arising to that brought 
about by the present European war. 
Numbers of industrial men have taken 
the subject under consideration, but 
nothing definite has yet been pro- 
posed. The Dutch people in most in- 
stances are unaware of the possibili- 
ties in the way of investment in their 
own country and generally place their 
capital abrcad instead of uniting in 
an effort to keep their money at 
home, where, with proper organiza- 
tion, the returns would be just as 
high as those they receive from for- 
eign investments, while the starting of 
home industries would be useful in 
providing work for their fellow-coun- 
trymen, whe are sorely hit by a crisis 
such ag that now prevailing. 
INDUSTRIES RUINED 

Owing to Holland’s dependence on 
materials from outside, several of the 
national industries have for the time 
being been ruined and those employed 
in them have been thrown out of 
work. For instance, the sugar fac- 
tories and refineries, of which there 
are thirty in Holland, have been bad- 
ly affected, in the first place by the 
prchibition of the export of sugar 
beets from Germany, Austria- Hun- 
gary and Beigium, and in the sec- 
ond place by the refusal of England 
to permit imports of sugar from Hol- 
land, owing to fears that German 
sugar might come into the British 
Isles in that way. 

The Netherlands government also 
forbade the export of sugar for a 
time, but later decided to raise the 
prchibition and permitted the sugar 
manufacturers and refiners to export 
18 per cent. in the raw state and 42 
per cent. refined, while retaining the 
other 40 per cent. .of the total in the 
country for home consumption. Eng- 
land also raised the ban on Dutch 
sugar after receiving assurances that 
no sugar from Germany should be 
sent over the channel as Dutch. The 
lack of imported beets, however, 
caused many cf the factories and re- 
fineries to close down or reduce the 
number of their employees, who in 

total 16,000. This state of affairs 
in the sugar trade also affected other 
branches directly connected with it, 
guch as sack and packing case makers 
and the transport workers on the 
many internal waterways of Holland 
over which the beets and the manu- 
factured sugar are carried To meet 
the eventuality cf such -onditions 
arising again in future it has been 
decided to cultivate at least . double 
the quantity of sugar deets in Hol- 
land and some of the men thrown out 
of work have been employed in plant- 
ing the seed for the next harvest. 
As a rule the Mutch sugar factories 
deliver several hundred thousand 
tons of raw sugar yearly. From 20 
to 25 per cent. of it is sent in this 
ecndition to England, the remainder 
being refined in Holland, together 
with the large quantities of raw sugar 
generally imported from the other 
continental countries. England also 
takes about 250,000 tons of refined 
sugar from Holland every year. 


OTHER SUFFERERS. 


Another group of trades which has 
suffered enormously thrcugh the war 
is that composed of gold and ver- 
smiths and diamond workers. It was 
found impossible to procure the nec- 
essary 1 etale for the fabrication of 
the innumerable souvenir articles go 
much sought after by tourists, while 
these countries which 
customers for trinkets— Belgium, 
France, Germany and the Scandina- 
wan natione—showdd no desire to 
purchase what are nerally consid- 
ered luxuries, and there has besides 
been a lack of tourists since the war 
began. Some of the factories found 
employment for part of their men in 
making brass buttons for soldiers’ 
uniforms, for which there has been 
an extraordinery demand owing to 
the calling out of the Dutch army. 
Some of the manufacturers, however, 
felt themselves unable to put the 
necessary capital into the acquire- 
ment of the machinery required for 
this temporary work and consequent- 
ly the men were thrown into the 
ranks of the unemployed. The dia- 
mend setters and polishers are entire- 
ly idle 

WORKERS HEAVY LOSERS. 

The. building trades have probably 
been hurt more than any other 
branch of indus by the war. Brick- 
layers and their laborers, carpenters, 
masons, painters, plumbers and rivet- 
ers, can find nothing to do. The con- 
tractors have been prevented from 
carrying out their contracts partly by 


the difficulty of obtaining materials, | 


but the chief reason of the slackness 
is the hesitation cf would-be house 
owners to give orders for the erection 
of residences. Some of the building 
societies, founded on the co-operative 
basis, have continued the building of 
houses for their members, and mu- 
nicipalities have not ceased to carry 
out the construction of workers’ 
dwellings for renting to the poorer 


classes. This activity has not, how-| 


ever, been sufficient to stem the rising 
tide of unemployment. The lack of 
timber, drawn chiefly from Riga and 
Archangel, and freestone and cement, 
from Belgium, is greatly felt. Gran- 
ite, much cf it imported from Ba- 
varia and Norway, is now unobtain- 
able, or, if it can be got, costs very 
high transportation rates, while Bel- 
gium and Italy have ceased sendin= 
marble and very little of this stone is 
to be had from Germany. Construc- 
tion iron from Lorraine, Westphalia 
and the Rhine is still to be had, but 
it takes dcuble the usual length of

Whiffen Considering a Plan 


for Review. 


Minor Discrepancies Noted in 
the Canvass. 


Election Officers Fail to Read 
Instructions. |

“The only way to be sure of this 
election is to count every ballot. We 
won't have any guesswork about it,” 
said President Whiffen of the City 
Council, defeated candidate for Mayor, 
yesterday when the Council found 
gross inaccuracies in the Councilman- 
ic returns from Precinct No. 165. 

Mr. Whiffen’said later that he had 
not decided definitely whether he 
would insist on a recount of the bal- 


lots on the unofficial returns of which 
he was defeated by 4509 votes. No 
justification for a recount has been 
found in the Mayoralty vote. 

“I will have to wait and see how 
the rest of the canvass turns out be- 
fore deciding,” said Mr. Whiffen. 
“From the evidence on some of these 
precincts it appears that it is simply 
a matter of fairness and justice to the 
general public to have the ballots 
counted right and proper returns 
made. We will see how the rest of 
the precincts show, though.” 

A recount would cost about $3000 
and would consume two weeks’ time. 
Mr. Whiffen has discovered only a few 
discrepancies in the Mayoralty vote, 
one precinct returng showing an era- 
sure of thirty Whiffen votes. 

Following the experience of the 
Council when several election officers 
swore that they had not even read 
the instructions sent them. by the City 
Clerk and at least one official did not 
know whether he was a judge, clerk 
or watcher, or what his duties were 
at the polls, the Efficiency Commission 
issued a statement reviewing the sit- 
vation and asserting that very few of 
the tally sheets would stand in court. 
The commission urges the use of vot- 


supervision over the counting of bal- 
lots would be a great help “until we 
have the business sense to install vot- 
ing machines which will still further 
facilitate voting and insure accuracy.” 
SAMPLE PRESENTED. 

In the canvass of Precinct No. 165 
Robert S. Crawley, election judge, was 
sworn and examined by the Council. 
He said he read the instructions, but 
they had not been followed.

COUNTING V8. GUESSING. 

The Efficiency Commission, in a re- 
port signed by Director Burks, says: 

The testimony of election officials 
during the past two days has fully 
confirmed the comments of the Ef- 
ficiency Commission on the unbust- 
ness-like, careless and dangerous 
practices which have been permitted 
to creep into the counting and record- 
ing of the vote. 

Very few of the tally sheets sent 
in to be canvassed by the Council 
would etand for one moment in a 
court of law as a record. They are, 
in fact, not original records at all, 
but are carelessly-made copies of 
carelessly-made original records; the 
original records themselves in most 
cases having been destroyed or re- 
tained by election officers. 

If all the tnaccuracies are due to 
carelessness or ignorance, the prob- 
ability is that no injustice has been 
done, as errors in one direction would 
be counterbalanced by errors in an- 
other direction. If, however, there 
has been dishonesty or collusion to 
any great extent, it is entirely pos- 
sible that undue advantage may have 
been given to one or another of the 
various candidates on the ballot. It 
would have been a ite possible for 
twenty out of the 2090 election officers 
by collusion to have determined the 
election of one or more of the Coun- 
cllmen without fear of detection. If 
such a plan was not entered into and 
carried out it is either because there 
were not twenty dishonest officials 
among the 2000 or, ff there were 
that many dishonest officials, they did 
not choose to efiter into collusion. 

The intimation that our criticiem 
reflected upon City Clerk Wilde is ab- 
solutely untrue and uncalled-for, We 


ing machines, saying that a system oft 


sent out to election officials absolutely 
forbade the practice referred to; and 
that our criticism was submitted with 
the purpose of enlisting interest and 
support in a plan for safeguarding 
the ballot after, as well as before, it 
has been deposited in the ballot box. 

Evidently what is needed is a sys- 
tem of supervision which will in- 


requirements. No group of 2000 men 
and women without business training 
and supervision can be expected to 
follow out systematically any set of 
instructions. Comparatively few su- 
Pervisors going from place to place 
while the ballots are being counted 
wWwauld throw the fear of God into the 
hearts of most of the election officers 
and would insure relatively accurate 
returns. No one should hope, how- 
ever, to insure absolute accuracy in 
a matter of this sort, but a 
supervision, instruction, and 
checking up will go far toward se- 
curing this result until we have the 
business sense to install voting ma-

Mysterious Man with Goatee 
in Mail-fraud Trial. 
Evidence of “Overt Act” is 
Introduced in Case. 


| In the face of repeated objections 
by attorneys for the defense, the at- 
torneys for the government in the 
trial of Charles A. Elder and ten asso- 
clates on the charge of using the 
United States mail in a conspiracy to 
defraud in connection with the con- 
duct of the Los Angeles Investment 
Company while they were in control, 
succeeded yesterday in getting to the 
jury the first of the so-called indict- 
ment letters. 

The letter was received through 
the mails by Mrs. Lucy E. Carnes of 
Central City, Neb., and was identified 
by her. It was written by Mr. Tracey, 
corresponding secretary of the L.A. I. 
Co. at that time. This letter is one 


of the overt acts specifically charged 
in the indictment as revealing oh 


e 
alleged conspiracy to defraud. It was 


written in answer to a letter of in- 
quiry by Mrs. Carnes. 

In her letter Mrs. Carnes wanted 
to turn in her stock and receive the 
market price from the guarantee 
fund, alleging that she had borrowed 
the money for the purchase of the 
stock and was compelled to pay it 
back. Mrs. Carnes testified that, while 
in Los Angeles in 1912, she visited 
the offices of the Los Angeles Invest- 
ment Company and talked with a 
man who said he was the president 
of the company. The witness did 
not know the name of this man, but 


described him as a large man with |: 


& mustache and goatee. 

She testified that this man told her 
and her mother that they could get 
the money back for any stock they 
might purchase, at any time, as it 
was secured by a guarantee fund, 
and that there was $100,000 in gold 
in the Globe Savings Bank for this 
purpose. The witness testified that 
the man said the stock would advance 
in price the next day and that her 
mother purchased some stock at that 


JURY HEARS LETTER. 

Mrs. Carnes identified a letter dated 
July 15, 1912, which she received from 
the company in answer to one of in- 
quiry from her. The letter was read 
to the jury and contained the state- 
ment that the dividends on 400 shares 
of stock would be sufficient to pur- 
chase five or more additional shares 
with each quarterly dividend. She 
was informed that she was assured 
against loss by the guarantee fund 
of $100,000 and, while nothing defin- 
ite as to profits could be stated, the 
record of the company for the past 
fixe years indicated that large prof- 
its from the investment would accrue. 

Dantel Johnson, a distributor, one 
of the witnesses introduced by the 
government, testified that he had ac- 
quired 978 
paid between $4000 and $6000 in cash 
on the purchase. Johnson testified 
that he received dividends by check 
after his first purchase of stock, but 
that he returned the checks to the 
company to be credited upon amounts 
due for stock. 

Asked by Attorney Rush how he 
was first induced to invest in the 


stock of the company, the witness said 


he had read about it in Homes, the 
company’s monthly publication, and 
thought it would be a good invest- 
ment. In response to questions bs 
Attorney Oscar Lawler for the de- 
fense, the witness said the article in 
an issue of Homes stating that a big 
syndicate had been formed to pur- 
chase the stock of the company had 
induced him to make his first pu- 
chase.

All of the 
sculpture of the exposition proper was 
reproduced in the imitation laminated 
trave e used for the exposition 
facades” with the result that not only 
the closely-applied decoration and the 
figures in niches, but the figures and 
groups that stand somewhat apart, 
blend with the buildings and courts 
and seem a part of them. As the size 
of all the sculpture was determined 
by the position it was to Gccupy, 
there again is harmony of proportion 
With the whole.

What do the fig- 
ures express—that male figure, stand- 
ing a tiptoe, head thrown back, chest 
thrown out, winged arms extended, as 
though ready for flight; and that 
lovely female figure, with her head 
softly drooping, and her wings closing 
her sweet form? One is the 
“Rising Sun,” the other the “Setting

MASSIVE DISPLAYS. 
Splendidly massive and overpewer- 
ingly impressive are the “Nations of 
the East” and the “Nations of the 
West.” surmounting, respectively, the 
two great triumphal arches which 
mark the east and west entrances to 
the court. The first, with its draped 
figures and richly caparisoned elephant 
and camels and proud Arabian steeds, 
is ornate and lavish in the extreme, 
and speaks of oriental luxury; the 
other, with its broncos and oxen and 
prairie schooner, and its crude 
human forms,

The delicate tracery of the vaulted 
ceilings leading to the Court of the 
Four Seasons are all too easily passed 
by. unless one happens to look up. 
In this court is Evelyn Beatrice Long- 
man’s delightful Fountain of Ceres,“ 
in which the mature goddess has just 
alighted on the ; destal, about which 
lovely maidens, done in bas relief, hold 
hands in the measures of a dance. On 
the pylons to either side of the court 
are replicas of Albert Jaeger’s Feast 
of Sacrifice,” representing a youth 
leading a reluctant maiden, together 
with a huge bull, to the sacrifice. A 
symbolical group by the same artist, 
“Nature,” surmounts the large half 
dome at the south side of the court, 
and on each side of this half dome 
stand lovely figures of “Sunshine” and 
“Rain,” also by Jaegers. The sculp- 
tured capitals of these two columns 
are unsually beautiful. In recessed 
piches, open, however, to the sky, stand 
groups of nude figures by Furio Pic- 
cirllli, representing the four seasons. 
The contrasts are not sharp, and are 
well fitted to a climate such as San 
Francisco's, where the average mean 
temperature does not vary more than 
ten degrees throughout the year. These 
groups are classic and graceful and ex- 
tremely pleasing in composition, and 
the manner in which they are placed 
is peculiarly happy in relation to the 
whole decorative scheme of the court. 
They are ly beautiful under the 
night iihumination, when sheets of col- 
ored water pour in a spreading fan 
shape from the series of platforms 
above which the groupe stand. 

Ulric Ellerhausen’s haut-relief fig- 
ures used at the tops of colonnades 
and bas-relief friezes employed on the 
veatibules of the Palace of Fine Arts, 
are of great beauty. 

Decorative panels by Bruno Zim 
typifying in classic style the arts and 
culture of ancient Greece, decorate 
the great rotunda of the Palace of 
Fine Arts, and between the building 
and its curved colonnades and in the 
informal garden surrounding Wilder- 
ness Lake is placed the loan 
tion of statuary. 


THE WONDERFUL COLUMN. 


Occupying a commanding position 
in the center of the Marina, looking 
out on the Bay of San Francisco, with 
the Palace of Agriculture and Food 
Products to one side and the Palaces 
of Transportation and Mines to the 
other, is the lofty “Column of Prog- 
ress,” the first great column in the 


purely imaginative motif, and the 
Arat sculptured column at any expos!- 
tion. The impulses that ever impel 
man to strive against the confining 
barriers of existence, his optimism 
ever renewing itself in the face of 
difficulties, his stern joy in effort, are 
the subjects expressed in this column, 
which stands out against the back- 
ground of blue-green sky and the 
sun-kissed Marin Hills beyond.

That the latter fountain Is 
not yet in place, and may not be en- 
larged, is a subject of deep regret up- 
on the part of those who have seen | 
the model. 
SAN FRANCISCAN’S WORK. 

Haig Patigan, a San Franciscan, 
whom was entrusted 
spandrels and frieses 
chinery Hall, has done work 
strength of which will be 
by the verdict of time.

There, on the altar, those groups by 
Chester Beach seem to be of a pleee 
with the fretted tower. First comes 
“The Stone Age,” with strange primi- 
tive beings neither ape nor man, 
strange as the extinct monsters at 
their feet that are not reptile nor fish 
nor fowl nor beast. Above is “The 
Iron Age,” with feudal symbole—an, 
armed knight, standing, with two sul 
len churls crouched on either side. 
Higher still, the spirit of “The Pres- 
ent Age“ sits enthroned on an altar. 
A strange conception it all seems, pos- 
sessing a cryptic meaning. Perhaps 
one can unlock the riddle by looking 
farther into the court. Of all four 
sides of the rectangle, crowning the 
collonades are replicas of Weinert’s 
curious triangle of “Primitive Man” 
and “Primitive Woman,” and higher

HAVE always been much interest- 
ed in big game hunting. Space will 

not permit me to go into detall re- 
garding the handling of raw furs, etc., 
but I will write something about the 
handling of big game and its preserva- 
tion by hunters, the preserving of 
heads, skinning for mounting and cur- 
ing of deer and bear heads and hides. 

One should lose no time in dressing 
big game after killing, and, if the 


weather is warm, be sure to keep it 
out of the way of the blue bottle flies. 
Remove the entrails immediately, as 
gas will accumulate and ruin the flavor 
of meat. Congested blood should

Upon our ap- 
proach he gave vent to savage snarls. 
We maneuvered until we got the 
beast tangled in fish cord, and then 
dumped him into a sack. The.rest of 
the traps were undisturbed. 

The cat was carried to camp, and 
@ cage was bullt for him. He had 
broken most of hit teeth in attempt- 
ing to bite the trap to pieces. 

We continued to trap for a couple 
of weeks, with varying degrees of suc- 
cess. Among the spoils were lynxes, 
swifts, coons and skunks, We cooked 
a coon and found him very appetiz- 
ing, though a trifle strong.

CALIFORNIA GAME: WHEN,

Be very careful in Kin- 
ning about the eyes, also the mouth 
and nostrils. as the skin of the lips is 
necessary and enough of the skin of

The trombone or pump action is 
probably the simplest and fastest of 
any action for the average man. It is 
easier and faster to work than the 
lever, yet not so speedy and so stam- 
peding as the automatic rifle which 
requires but a pull of the trigger for 
each shot.

cartridge, bat the Winchester, and 
the U. MC. are now making 
it, and int costs around 6 cents per 
shot. The rifle has a velocity of 3100 
feet per second, and an energy of 
3100 feet pounds. Its 142 gr. copper 
tube bullet is without doubt the most 
deadly bullet fired from any rifle in 
the world. Like the other high- 
speed bullets, it breaks up on impact, 
tears and lacerates the flesh and de- 
livers all its huge power in the body 
of the game itself, not on the sur- 
rounding country after it passes 
through the flesh. It is perfectly gate 
to hit a buck anywhere squarely in 
the body with this rifle, and be sure 
of getting him. This is not true of 
the less powerful, low velocity rifies 
of the 30-30 type. This is the rifle

into force as far as possible. The very “intellectuals” 


are campaigning against the language, the literature, 


the art and music of their political enemies. 
In short, racial hatreds have been revived with an 
intensity unparalleled in civilized times. 


Say eps a0 living in neutral countries will only begin 

realize the extent of this spiritual disaster when 
the war is over. But those who, like myself, have 
been in Europe before and since the outbreak of hos- 
tilities are oppressed by it now, today. It is a” phe- 
nomenon that by no means follows closely the lines 
drawn by the war. Russia and Turkey have no part 
in it. They and their opponents are battling in a 
normal, impersonal way. apan is geographically so 
far removed that although recriminations are plenti- 
ful, no deep feeling is possible by or against her. But 
Frenchmen and Belgians hate the Germans as mailed 
bullies who have outraged them beyond forgiveness. 
Austro-Hungarians regard the Slavs of the Balkans 
with the shuddering loathing that a man might be- 
stow upon a snake. And, over and above all, the 
entire German nation is delirious with a foaming, 
Berseker fury against England. Observe that I have 
not said that Germans hate Frenchmen or that 


Englishmen hate Germans. They do not. In both 


cases, there is an arrogant presumption of 1 
that precludes the sentiment. But since they are bot 
28 of detestation, when the cannons are silenced, 
they will perforce accept the new gage thrown down. 
At the time of the declaration of war, Parisians re- 
lieved their feelings by smashing shops bearing Ger- 
man names and mobbing Germans foolhardy enough 
to appear in the streets. There was no real hatred 
behind these manifestations, which would have oc- 
curred in any Latin community on which a crisis had 
been forced overnight. But all at once, the prepared- 
ness of the enemy took on the aspect of a grim treach- 
ery toward France. It became known that many of 
the German reservists who had returned home had 
been spies. Stories of atrocities drifted in. The utter- 
ances of poets, journalists and orators suddenly ac- 
quired an almost mystical significance, and the great 
hate was born.

“As for the ‘a 47 7 1 of the German intellectuals to 
the civilized wo I regard it as a monstrous farce,” 
cried Anatole France, in Le Petit Parisien, referring to 
the well-known document signed, among others,

Haeckel. 3 which can never be 
bridged, between Germany and the rest of Europe. 
It is almost ineredible that men of standing in science, 
art and letters should have defended and glorified 
Prussian militarism. By doing so they have proved 
themselves to be more odious than the bouton they set 
out to justify.” ; 


OMMENTING on a sentence in the same German 
‘appeal’—“Without our militarism, our civiliza- 
tion would have been destroyed long ago.”—Gustave 
Hervé, aflame, beside himself, wrote in his own paper, 
La Guerre Sociale: “After that, fire into the thick 
of them, without scruples!” 

And the Belgian, Maeterlinck, the gentle Maeter- 
linck of The Life of the Bee and Treasure of the Humble, 
had this to say in an article that he gave last Septem- 
ber to the of Europe:

We be told that the unfortunate 
German people were merely the vietims of their mon-
